ning. 


^S.i!i FMKCISCO, May 2. --General 
Freight Agent Smurr of the Southern 
Pacific today stated that reports from all 
p»rts of the plate indicate that the fruit 
crop will be first-class.

Perhaps it is fortunate for the Ancient 


Order of Fotvsters of America that 
they can cleave to the traditions of the 
forest—in company with the Red Men—- 
without the ntcefiBily of warriug with an 
element introduced into the United 
SUites against their will, even as the 
Hessians were. The colored brother 
did not come here of bis own volition. 
He was bought and Bold and planted 
here. The American Forester wants 
his brethren to be * Mts.

Many of these plans were of a. high 
order of merit and in accord with the 
requirements set up by the board. J!ut 
the hoard, or a majority of theiii, aaw fit 
to adopt the must inferior of ail pre- 
sented, or Ht ie-.ial the moat incomplete 
offtll.it only being half u plan and no 
specifications at all. I am creditably in- 
formed th:it it l.ad no foundation and 
no basement plan, as the instructions 
required. 


Now, 
I ask in all fairness how can any 


contnu-tor build a building hy starling 
up ten feet in the air without any foun- 
dation at all to support the building? 
It cannot be done ami you will readily 
see that any plan drawn in that man- 
ner is incomplete, or in other words it 
is only half done. The author of the 
plan may say that he can easily draw 
the foundation plans and write the 
specifications later on. Hut that will 
not do; he has not complied with the 
written instructions and bis plan ought 
to have been rejected on the ground of 
being incomplete.

Iu view of the facts above specified, 


what is to bo done? la the board of 
education going to repeat the failure of 
the K-atreet school building, which 
turned out to be unsafe and the walls of 
which had to IHJ taken down and rebuilt 
at ft cost of $5000 to the taxpayers? Will 
the taxpayers and business men of Ibis 
city allow a repetition of auch a failure?

n Official nf tlio Itrlginm finvrmmcnt and 


Ills Wife Accused of Murder. 


TJjn uowBpapcrs in several EuroiKau 


capitals have been making gnarded al- 
lusions to tho astounding crime or series 
of crimes alleged to have been commit- 
ted in Belgium. Thestoryisalrearly tho 
talk in several court circles and is sure 
to folly come to the light within a few 
days when the machinery of justice 
makes a decisive^ move. It concorns the 
bead of one of the departments of the 
Belgium government and his wife, who 
Is the daughter of an eminent general 
now dead. They aro accused of murder- j 
ing by poison no less than fivo of their 
relatives in order to obtain largo snms of 
insurance on their lives. 
Snspicions 


wcro aroused over tho manner of death 
of the brother of the accused woman 
early in the present month, and this led 
to an investigation by an insurance com- 
pany, with startling results. . 


Tlie account of the discoveries sent by 


the Brussels correspondent of the New 
York Son is confirmed by the officers of 
the Gnardian Insurance company of Lon- 
don, which promoted the inquiry. The 
yonng man's life wan insnrod a few 
weeks before bis death to the amount of 
$20,000 for the benefit of his sister. Ho 
died suddenly nn March C at tho resi- 
dence of his sister mid brother-in-law iu 
Antwerp. The beneficiary showed great 
baste in demanding tho proceeds after 
the death of her brother. There were 
serious defects in the, answers to ques- 
tions in tho application for payment and 
in tho proof uf the death. An inquiry 
was begun, and finally tho body was 
cxlmmed. 
Poison was fonnd in tho 


Btomnch. It was learned that there had 
been fonr similar deaths in tho same 
house within fonr years. Tho victims 
were all n;l:itivcs, and each was reiny- 
ing fresh insurance of ftSO.OOO to£30,- 
000. Tlioir bodies wcro also disinterred, 
and poison is said to havo been fonnd 
Tlie analyses arc uot completed, and ar- 
rests aro not yet made, but will follow 
soon. The snspnotcrt persons move in tho 
highest circles, and their reputation 
hitherto has been untarnished.

ghastly story is so widely known that 
it ia hardly possible that Ihoy arc un- 
aware of tho Ruspicions, but so far they 
bavo maintained nmlistnrbcd demeanor.

Eleven different Yersious of thopouud 


of flrah story exist iu- tho early litera- 
ture of Europe, none of which is found- 
ed on a historical basis, have ouo related 
by tho biographer of Pope Sixtus V.

Cenada, a Jew, enters into a wager with 
Sechi, a Christian, staking a pouud of 
his flesh against a large sum of mouo,y 
of the Christian.

Tho c;iso is referred to tlio governor of 
tho city, who, in turn, places it before 
tho pope, who eoudemus both to lifelong 
imprisonment, from which they ore 
finally released on tho payment of a 
heavy fine. Aii Italian, Giovanni Floren- 
tine, in tho sixteenth century, was tlio 
first to chaugo tho roles of the Jew and 
Christian, and in this aJtcrttl form the 
bard of Avon found tbo story. Tho poet 
himself could scarcely bavo known any 
Jews personally, since they wcro ex- 
pelled from England 300 years before 
his time and were not readmitted until 
nftcr his death.

In view of 
ie far-reaching issue involved, after 
le most patient and careful considers- 
on of tae facts presented, we have 
rayerfully and unanimously reached 
ur result. We deeply regret that the 
mrch could not have seen its way clear 
o unite in the calling of a mutual coun- 
il. We still further regret that upon 
rofier, the church refused to accept the 
-parte council as a mutual council. 
" We find that the burden of the com- 
laint is that the Armenian brethren, 
ecause if certain peculiarities have 
uffered practical ostracism at the hands 
f oiir brethren, which baa manifested 
tself in the diRp.rimination in assigning 
eparate seats to which they were con- 
incd by the ushers, while tlie others 
were not Bo limited; by the rejection of 
*o of them from church membership, 
who had been accepted by vote of the 
hurch, and finally by the ejection of 
tie of their number from a seat which 
ie had ^aken contrary to the wishes of 
16 ushers. 
"The evidence haa led us reluctantly 


to the conclusion that neither party is 
ree from fault. Our Armenian breth- 
ren seem to have been too ready to mag- 
" slight differences into grievances, 
,„. we cannot overlook the 
fact 


hat their feelings have been such as a 
arge-hearted Christian consideration

lowship.

Of course it 
rould have to be divided into a number 
of pieces to enable us to transport it 
either on wagons or railroad, but each 
section could be numbered eo that it 
could be placed together again, EO as to 
eave no doubt of its genuineness. 


A section of such a gigantic tree 


placed in the Smithsonian Institution 
ir other similar institution, would be of 
nestimabte value to any such institu- 
,ion, as the dimensions j-iven in the ar- 
iclea read are stupendous, although I 
lave not the slightest doubt of their

piven we will endeavor to lo-ate tbe 
"Dead and Petrified Giant." You will 
greatly oblige me by answering at your 
earliest convenience.

A Washington prefifi diapatdt of the 


17th instant says: 


One of the most disgraceful things in 


the annala of the present administra- 
tion will have been the recent pardon- 
ing by President Cleveland of John 
Shea, a moat notorious criminal residing 
in the Dietriet of Columbia. 
He waa 


convicted of keeping an unlicensed bar, 
and was sent to tho workhouse for a 
long term. Greatly to tbe snrprhe oi 
the lawabiding and respectable element 
of 
Washington Cleveland ' very eoon 


pardoned Shea on condition that the 
latter pay a fine of $100. Cleveland 
thus acknowledged that there was no 
fault in the judgment which sent Shea 
into confinement. 


The payment of this sum waa a baga- 


telle to Shea. He owns property worth 
$150,000, principally consisting of houses 
in the tenderloin district of Washing- 
ton. 
His family of five, including four 


sons and one daughter, bav« had proba- 
bly the most romartable career that baa 
been known of any family in the coun- 
trv. 
Annie Shea lias been found guilty 


of"disorderly conduct once; Doininick 
Shea has been six times before the police 
court and was convicted once, his record 
being a short one, because he was killed 
in self defense by a man whose life he 
had tried to take; John Shea Jr. has 
been arrested nine times and convicted 
four times, the last time for life for mur- 
der, but escaped from jail and baa not 
been found, while Edward Sbea has 
been arrested eighteen times and con- 
victed ten times. Mrs. Shea herself has 
been arrested twenty-five times and 
convicted fiftefin times. 
She killed a 


policeman with a revolver, and is a 
heavy, prizefighting sort of a woman. 
John Shea Sr., tbe head of tbe family, 
has been arrested ninety-seven limes 
and convicted fifty-four times. 


In fineaand collaterals the Shea family 


have paid to the district over $10.000, 
and they have expended over $25,000 in 
expert counsel fees, as a result of which 
they have often been let off when guilty. 
They have answered to nearly every 
charge that is on the- police court list 
Sbea'B last conviction was flawless as 
far as the evidence went, and there was 
no circumstance which in the least 
called for hia pardon. 


Mrs. Shea, since the pardon, has de- 


termined to USB her influence agains 
Sergeant Duly of the police force, a 
man who has been theinstrumentof the 
law in many of the arrests of members 
of the family.

The mechanic, the merchant, 
the miner, the professional man, the 
tradesman and the laborer, all depend 
directly or indirectly on him for sup- 
port; hence it is self evident that if he 
does not prosper they must suffer in 
proportion. 


The farmer bears about the same re- 


lution to other trades that the Utp root 
and l>ody of a tree dot-s to its branches. 
The branches depend on the preserva- 
tion of tbe roots and botly fur suste- 
nance. Cripple the 
roots aud 
the 


branches suffer 
in co.neequence. De- 


stroy the roots and the branches die; 
or vice versa, destroy the branches and 
the roots and body refuse to grow. But 
cultivate and care for the roots and 
body, and the tree, branches and all, 
flourish and j*row. So it is with the 
ideal farmer. He produces his \xel, 
bacon, wheat, vegetables and all else he 
consumes, and still has a surplus to sell, 
for which, in return he has money to 
buy such articles aa he needa and does 
not produce, and which are not em- 
braced in agriculture, and to that ex- 
tent assista other branches of trade. 


Not GO with the less thrifty farmer. 


He produces only one or two staple ar- 
ticles, heips to glut the market with 
such products with resultant low prices 
in return, and then has to pay out the 
money received for suuh products for 
the necessary food products of life, and 
baa none left to buy such articles as the 
other local tradesmen have for sale, or 
for auch services as tbe professional 
man and the laborer have to offer. 
He 


buys his beef, bacon, lard, flour aud 
other articles of food consumption from 


morality. All th«ae combine to pro- 
mote sociability in any community. 


In conclusion, to sum it all up in » 


ew worda, it may be aaid, if the poai-

IB the foundation and the buiwuk of 
civilization, he ia largely the architect 
of wx'iety aud his own private fortunes;

The 
cost of production is merely nominal 
compared with the market prices after 
adding a per cent of profit to all througl 
whose hands they have passed. This 
protit flows as regularly into thonon 
producing money centers as do tht 
waters of the babbling brooks of the 
Sierras into the channel of the Sacra- 
mento river, and thence into the ba;

When it is considered that very few 
farmers produce all, and perhaps very 
few of tbe food articles of which tnei 
farms are capable of producing, it 11 
eaay enough to account for their im 
poveriahed condition, and as a Datura 
sequence the 
impoverishment of a!:

Their Offices in Danger. 


From Ihe Tulare Register. 


The report reaches u, that the newly 


elected city officials at Hanford are up 
a stump. They were elected nil right 
enough and took their seats, but neg- 
lected to file their several expense hills 
within the fifteen days allowed by Inw 
and have therefore forfeited their offices 
as well as made themselves liable to a 
fine There is no telling how the tangle 
will be unraveled, or if it can be un- 
raveled at all. 


The money to meet, the payment of 


these bonds is collected yearly "by a di- 
rect tax levy upon all taxable property 
each state making its own rale of taia- 
tion. These notes being received for 
tajtes only at their face value, will tend 
as much as possible to make taxes to be 
paid in gold and silver; hence thn "ov- 
ernment will have no trouble to get gold 
aud silver. The money to make specie 
payment heingcollected partly from the 
people, will obviate the necessity of a 
large reserve, and so as far as the new 
issue IB concerned the government need 
not have one cent of reserve on hand 
The long term notes would Boon displace 
the gold held m reserve by banks, thus 
placing the largest amount possible of 
gold and silver in circulation. 
The 


small interest on these notes would 
cause them to be hoarded instead of 
gold as now; but the life of these notes 
being short, hoarding for any length of 
time would he prevented. As these 
notes are only legal tender for their 
face, the accumulated interest would be 
in thc nature oi a premium, and the in- 
terest ceasing at maturiiy, holders would 
immediately exchange them for specie 
in order to convert the interest into 
money. 
Thus we have twenty-five 


years as the maximum limit which it 
could take money to complete its cycle. 
. The whole volume of new issue is put 
into circulation once every twenty-five 
years through the medium of the wage 
earner and tax payer. This is a com- 
plete reversal of tilings, as now all 
all moneys are issued through the banks, 
hy which means they have become own- 
ers of the people. Emancipation from 
tins thralldom is what we are earnestly 
desiring.
